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Religion and the Schools 


Since the U. S. Supreme Court handed 
down its recent decision prohibiting the 
Champaign, IIl., public schools from co- 
operating in giving religious instruction 
to its pupils, educational and church 
groups have been wondering just what ef- 
fect the decision will have on established 
practices. 


Attorneys for the National Education 
Association now have come up, after care- 
ful ‘study of the case, with what may be 


regarded as a general guide. 


These lawyers believe the Court deci- 
sion renders unconstitutional any plan un- 
der which the school releases pupils from 
regular classes and provides classrooms 
or other services for religious instruction. 
Also unconstitutional, they think, is any 
plan whereby religious education is con- 
ducted off school premises but during 
school hours and with active co-operation 
of school officials. 


They further regard as probably un- 
constitutional the holding of religious 
classes after school hours but in school 
buildings. 

Under the category of “probably con- 
stitutional” the attorneys placed the sys- 
tem by which children are excused from 
school early and left free to attend what- 


ever church instruction may be offered, 
or none. 

This, it seems to us, is a reasonable 
interpretation of the Court’s intent. No- 
where do the NEA lawyers attempt to 
write into the Court’s decision any pro- 
hibition against recognition of the Diety. 
Rather, the prohibition is against teach- 
ing of specific doctrines in public schools 
which are supported by all the taxpayers. 

The Constitution heartily approves of 
the Supreme Court’s decision as a step 
toward keeping the Church and State sep- 
arated. That is a fundamental tenet of 
the American system of government. 

The problem of “released time” and 
other plans for religious instruction in our 
public schools has grown in recent years 
to the point where it constitutes a major 
problem. Such systems are, to our way 
of thinking, nothing but an evasion on 
the part of parents and the churches of 
their responsibility. For religious instruc- 
tion involving sectarian study or interpre- 
tation traditionally has been the forte 
of the home and the church, not the pub- 
lic schools. If the churches and parents 
must fall back upon the discipline of the 
schools in order to be able to reach their 
offspring with their particular religious 
doctrines, then it is nothing more than 
an admission of their own failure.

* General Clay 
* To See It Through 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, the Georgian who com- 
mands the American military forces in Europe, 
has said we will stay in Berlin. He will not re- 

tire, as planned. He will see it through. 


It is important that he do so. 


Somehow, Americans can’t quite realize the American position 
in Germany, and especially do they not comprehend it in Berlin. 

Imagine Germany to be a large pie. 

Then slice it into four relatively even slices. But, in one of the 
slices take a biscuit cutter and cut out a small round hole 
in the center of that one slice. That would be Berlin. And the 
slice in which it is, is the one which belongs to Russia. 

Berlin is about 100 miles from the American slice of Germany. 
We are allowed to use one road in and out of it, after obtaining 
special passes to travel it. We are allowed to fly planes in, but they 
must follow one narrow air lane. We are permitted to operate one 
train a day over the Russian rail line. If we leave, then arrests 


follow. 

: If Russia were to close the rail line, we would have 
Tight Spot to supply what soldiers we have there, and our 
civilian workers, by air. 

If the Soviets chose to move in they could easily overwhelm the 
small force there and take Gen. Clay and the entire force prisoners 
to Russia. It woulc be the job of an hour or so. 


Clay says they won’t.

He is right.

Capital It was a mistake to have chosen Berlin as the capital 
of conquered Germany. We know that now. But the 
Soviets insisted. 

Now we know why. They have revealed it in the decision of 
last week to quit the Allied Control Council, the four-power or- 
ganization set up to govern Occupied Germany. 

The Germans want to force out the Americans, knowing the 
French and British will follow. They would then set up an all- 
German government—of Communists, of course—and the Soviets 
would then recognize it as the government for all four of the zones, 
or of all four of those slices of a theoretical pie we talked about 
before, including the one we occupy. 

The same system would be followed in Austria, where we are 
hopelessly outnumbered. In Vienna we are out of our own zone, 
with great Soviet strength about us. 


Results In both Germany and Austria our presence in the capi- 

tal cities has produced interesting results. There was, 
for example, the matter of the newspapers. So eager were the Rus- 
Sians to get their papers into the American and British zones they 
proposed a free circulation of all papers. Gen. Clay and the Brit- 
ish agreed. 

But, the American zone papers began to go faster in the Russian 
zone than any other papers. The Russians didn’t like that. They 
began to threaten news dealers who sold them. They bombed a 
few. They caused others to “disappear.” 

It is important to note that wherever the people have even a 
slight chance at a choice, they don’t choose the Soviets. 

The Soviets daily pour out abuse against the Americans on 
their radios. But they become almost hysterical with rage when 
a German speaks on one of ours. They made a public threat last 
week to see to it that those Germans who were “cooking a hot soup 
for themselves by aiding the Americans were put into that soup 


when the Americans left.” 

Not Eas It has never been easy for a German to stand up and 
: be counted on our side because he didn’t know how 

long we would be there. 


He heard every day about the Congressmen and the Americans | 


who were saying we ought to pull out. True, he couldn’t under- 
stand a country which had invested all its blood and money in 
Europe being ready to throw away all that investment by pulling 
out and leaving the continent to the Russians, wno would replace 
the Nazis as a threat to world security. 

So he went on with his meager rations, his money that wouldn’t 


| buy anything, and without any real hope for the future—and fear 


is always with him. 

Gen. Clay has seen the real picture all the time. 

So, he says we will stay. 

If he is wrong he will be overwhelmed. 

If he is right he will be one of the reasons why the Russian 
aggression is stopped. 

We have to go Clay’s way or Wallace’s way—which is to pull 
out and let the Russians have their way. 

I hope more and more of us will go along with Clay.

B Revolts May Bar Truman From Ticket 


WASHINGTON—The Palestine question has arisen to plague President Truman as much as the 
storm of controversy raised over his civil rights program. 
Between the forces of opposition created by the two issues the President’s chances of renomi- 


nation by his party may be crushed. 


It is now coming to be definitely believed by a number of top- 


ranking Democratic leaders that before the date of the national convention rolls around in July 


Mr. Truman may be eased out of the picture. 

Either that or the President himself, seeing 
the handwriting on the wall, will take steps to 
remove his name from consideration. 

The Southern revolt over the civil rights pro- 
gram was not in itself sufficient to offer any 
real threat to the President’s renomination. He 
could have weathered that storm, so far as the 
convention goes, without too much difficulty. 


But with the Palestine question now 
- gadded te the Southern disaffection, the party 
revolt against Mr. Truman has become so 
widespread that he is generally recognized 
te be occupying a hopeless position. For the 
first time since the anti-Truman agitation 
started serious doubt is now being raised 
ever his ability to command the nomination, 
even though he goes out and makes a last- 
ditch fight for it. 


The most telling factor in the situation is the 
belief, now coming to be a positive conviction 
on the part of influential party leaders, that 
Mr. Truman cannot be re-elected, if he is given 
the nomination. 

Big city Democratic machines in places like 
a York, Boston, Newark, Pittsburgh and Chi- 

are beginning to realize this and are show- 
re os of quietly taking matters in hand. What 
these bosses are interested in more than 

else is a winning ticket. They now 
see defeat staring them in the face with Mr. 
Truman the party’s standard-bearer. 

By joining with the Southern delegations the 

big city machines, plus California, which is also 

will easily be able to contro] the con- 
vention. It looks now as though this is exactly 
what will happen. 

The Administration’s reversal of its position 
on the partitioning of Palestine, though seem- 
ingly prompted by sound reasoning, has brought 
on an avalanche of protests from leaders of the 
Zionist movement. The Jews of the country, 
who are traditionally Democrats, are up in arms 
over it. 

As a result, a grave question has arisen over 
the ability of the Democrats to carry such past 
strongholds as New York, Chicago and other big

cities where there is a heavy Jewish vote. Party 
leaders from these cities have sent word to Demo- 
cratic national headquarters here that they are 
hopelessly sunk as things stand today. Without 
the support of these cities the Democratic ticket 
is lost beyond repair. 


The two intra-party revolts, entirely dis- 
sociated from each other, will tend to feed 
on each other. Each will give impetus to 
the other. Taken alone neither of them could 
succeed. But acting jointly they have the 
power to dominate the situation. 


President Truman’s fate may be said to rest 
in the hands of four men: Former Mayor Kelley, 
of Chicago; Frank Hague, of New Jersey; Ed 
Flynn, the party boss in New York, and David L. 
Lawrence, the Democratic leader of Pennsyl- 
vania. If they give the word, their forces, com- 
bined with those from the Southern States, 
will be sufficient to dictate where the next party 
Presidential nomination goes. 

Henceforth it will be intensely interesting to 
watch developments from these quarters. Quiet 
moves are already in the making. They may 
come into the open soon, or again the situation 
may be allowed to simmer up until the very date 
of the convention next July. The ingredients of 
a great political drama are in the making.

It is only good sense, in the best American 
tradition, now to permit private enterprise to en- 
joy this small revival of opportunity, with the 
incidental public benefit by diverting a modicum 
of the multi-millions of Federal tax money into 
channels of more immediate necessity. 

One of such channels might well be toward 
reduction of the national debt, that debt which 
threatens to become an overwhelming burden, 
even though it was dreamed that “we owe it to 
ourselves,” therefore “a good investment.”

Editor Constitution: It is my sincere belief 
that the citizens and voters of the State me Boon 
favor a Constitutional Highway Board ‘" Geor- 
gia, positively and effectively designed to com- 
pletely remove all control of road contract let- 
ting for paving, road building and maintenance, 
from the Governor’s office, either directly or indi- 
rectly. Many suggestions, with plans and speci- 
fications for a board, have been made during the 
last year or two, and among these plans was one 
announced by our Acting Governor, Mr. Thomp- 
son, which plan was not heartily approved or 
accepted by the public generally, since it was 
not believed that control would be effectively 
removed from direction of the Governor but 
would still rest indirectly in his hands. 

My strong and earnest conviction concerning 
the very urgent need of an impartial Constitu- 
tional Highway Board leads me to suggest such 
a board, comprised of one member from each 
congressional district of the State, with each dis- 
trict divided into units of one to four counties, 
based on population and per capita wealth, with 
each unit electing, by popular vote, a board mem- 
ber in rotation, just as our State Senators are 
elected to represent our senatorial districts, thus 
assuring representation by each unit in due time 
and process. 

I would like to suggest to all the good people 
of Georgia, those who value their franchise and 
appreciate the privilege afforded by their rights 
of universal suffrage, to encourage and advocate 
constitutional boards for all departments of the 
State, where logical and feasible, among them 
pasticularly a Constitutional Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Board, end surely a Constitutional High- 
way Board, patterned and fashioned along the 
lines above suggested or after some better plan 
or design.

WASHINGTON—It is somewhat fronic that the forces in the Democratic Party: 
now spearheading the movement to ditch Harry Truman as the Party's presiden- 
tial mominee bear so striking a resemblance to those largely responsible for his 
nomination as Vice President, and thus for his ‘being in the White House today. 
' , It was a combination of big-city bosses and the South that prevented renoml- 

nation of Henry Wallace as vice presidential candidate in 1944 and put over nomination of the then 


Sen. Truman from Missouri. 
day to unseat President Truman. 

Just before the 1944 Convention, the big-city 
bosses—Ed Flynn, of the Bronx; Frank Hague, of 
Jersey City; Ed Kelly, of Chicago, and Bob Han- 
negan, of St. Louis—went to the late President 
Roosevelt, in a secret White House conference, 
with a plea to drop Henry Wallace as running- 
mate. They argued that the latter’s presence on 
the ticket would alienate many votes—they had 
their estimates—among conservative Democrats 
in their bailiwicks, including business interests. 


Political bosses are always susceptible to the 
wishes of business interests in their communities, 
however much they may beat their breasts about 
the “common people,” and they have profitable 
alliances with them, as any student of big-city 
machines knows. Political bosses are not in poli- 
tics altogether for glory or their health. 

Mr. Roosevelt was persuaded, being prey to 
the fears that beset all politicians in election 
years—and often later prove exaggerated. So 
Sen. Truman was substituted. 

The powers-that-be in the South also did not 
like Henry Wallace, because he stood for lots 
of things—as did Mr. Roosevelt, himself—that 
vested interests in the South did not like, such 
as the Wagner Act, Wage-Hour Law, TVA and 
public power development, and so on. 

That, of course, is not a good issue with 
the public, because so many people have bene- 
fited from those things. But the Southern bosses 
had an issue at hand which is always good in 
the South—an emotional issue, which they could 
exploit as a camouflage for their real aims. This 
was Henry Wallace’s advocacy of extension of 
civil rights to the South. So they raised this 
against him publicly to sidetrack him. 

Truman was regarded as “safe.” But, 
after he succeeded to the presidency, he espoused 
the Roosevelt social-economic program, however 
little he has got done about it, and more recently 


A similar alliance of such strangely diverse interests is developing to- 


he went all the way, too, on civil rights. So 
now they are using the Henry Wallace routine 
on him—and Henry must be enjoying this, con- 
sidéring what Mr. Truman thinks of him. 

The President has become vulnerable because 
of various ineptitudes and his lack of the force 
and political finesse of his predecessor. Tempo- 


rarily, at least, he is down, and it looks as if he | 


cannot be re-elected. Big-city bosses must win 
to keep the emoluments that go with political con- 
trol. Southern interests would like to root out 
of Washington all that Harry Truman stands for. 

So out front now, you hear a great uproar 
about emotional issues ready at hand. But, make 
no mistake, encouraging this disturbance of the 
big-city boss, Southern revolt from behind the 
scenes are the self-same interests that fought 
Franklin D. Roosevelt so bitterly. They know 
what they are up to. Their tracks are very plain. 
P But they have their dilemma—another candi- 
ate. 


The Weakness of their position becomes 
clearer daily, as a matter of practical politics 
and a matter of principle. It is quite diffi- 
cult to find someone who, on the one hand, 
would suit the Southerners who are looking 
for a Conservative to stand with them against 
the civil rights program and, on the other 
hand, would suit the big-city constituencies 
who are for the civil rights program and for 
the Roosevelt-Truman social-economic pro- 
gram. 


As the bilge boils out of the South, and as 
the city-slicker bosses contrive their devious ma- 


‘neuvers, Harry Truman, by contrast, looks better 


and better every day. He is fighting back, and 
the public respects a fighter, especially one with 
the right on his side.

We went down to the basement where the 
horses were stabled and she selected a dappied 
Percheron. Rehearsals stopped in the arena as 
the old girl went into her audition. I looked and 
blinked.’ The three-score-and-tenner was perform- 
ing with the same limp, kittenish speed that had 
beer, hers as a girl. I got the feeling she was 
doing more than ride the horse—she seemed to 
inhale the darned thing through the soles of her 
feet, to become a human-shaped piece of it. 

When Josie dismounted, the performers and 
roustabouts lined up to pay their respects. They 
addressed her the way I imagine the Duke of Cum- 
berland addresses the Dowager Queen, and I got 
the feeling that if I didn’t engage Josie, the cast 
would throw me into my own tiger cage.

I began to realize what Josie meant to 
eircus folk when Dick Maney, my press 
agent, brought me the “Jumbo” program 
copy te okay. This flinty Broadway broad- 
sider had devoted as much space to the has- 
been as he had to Durante and Whiteman, 
and he had written about her with a degree 
of feeling and respect I never knew was in 
his typewriter. 


Josie de Mott was born a sawdust princess, 
and no Bourbon or Hapsburg had a better back- 
ground. Her ancestors were doing horseback 
highjinks when the center box was reserved 

r Napoleon I. 

“9 iadanade her debut at three in her father’s 
horse-drawn caravan. According to the yellowed 
clips on my desk, the audience at first thought 
the tot was a mechanical doll. By the time she 
had galloped into her teens, she was a headliner 
with Barnum and Bailey. Swedes toasted her 
in glogg, and Mexicans in tequilla. She was as 
well known in Paris as she was in Paterson. 

In 1890 Josie fell in love with Charles Robin- 
gon, part owner of the Robinson Brothers’ Circus. 
Everyone thought it was a fine match—the im- 
presario and the star. But it didn’t turn out 
that way. The impresario got interested in poli- 
tics and became a gillie. A gillie is a person who 
thinks there is something in the world more im- 

t than the circus. For 15 years Josie did 
er best to be a gillie, too, but she never quite 
made it. < 

One day she got stuck on a cream-colored 
horse pulling a milk wagon, bought it and went 
back into training. Robinson divorced her. No- 
body had ever come back to bareback riding 
after a 15-year layoff, but Bailey, who owned 90 
percent of the Barnum Circus, gave her a con- 
tract. 

A month before the circus was to open at the 
old Garden, Josie missed a somersault and broke 
two ribs. The doctors taped her up, and the 
morning after opening night she was again the 
biggest five feet in Circusdom. 

This was the saga of the sawdust sweetie who

performed for me at the Hippodrome and went 
along with the troupe to Fort Worth when I pre- 
sented “Jumbo” at the Centennial. The follow- 
ing year I discovered water, put on the first Aqua- 
cade and forgot about Josie.

to swim. 


And now for one of those vignettes which 
make me glad I’m in show business. 

One Spring evening a few years back I went 
to the opening of the circus at Madison Square 
Garden. As Merle Evans picked up his baton to 
give the downbeat for the preliminary fanfare, he 
turned, faced a center box and bowed. Then, as 
the performers trotted out for the opening spec, 
I noticed their eyes were on the same box. The 
riders saluted with their whips as they pranced 
by. The aerialists signaled a jaunty two-fingered 
hello and the clowns did an extra flip.

“It’s been 
happening like this for years.” 

“You mean Josie attends every circus open- 
ng?” 

“Yes,” said Pat, “and all the other perform- 
ances as well. You see, the old lady lives in a 
hotel down on Twenty-Third Street. Not much 
of a place—one of those bed, dresser and chair 
jobs. The walls are covered with her old cir- 
cus posters, and on the mantel are the decorations 
she won—the medal the President of Mexico gave 
her, the miniature horse presented by Edward 
of England. 


“Every year when the Big Show plays 
New York, Josie puts on her best dress and 
hires a limousine.

The plain facts are that sericea 
‘is high in protein and low in tan- 
‘nin: when it is kept below 15 
From 6 inches to 
'10 inches tall it is even better 
‘than at 15 inches. In many ways 
it is the equivalent of alfalfa and 
in some ways it is better than 
sweet clover. Morrison’s Feeds and 
Feeding shows the following com- 
the differ- 
ence in percentage of digestible 
protein in the alfalfa and sericea 
is only one-tenth of one percent. | 
|The difference in percentages of| 
| total digestible nutrients between | 
‘alfalfa and sericea is 1.9 percent 
in favor of sericea. Alfalfa con- 
tains a little more calcium than 
sericea, but a little less phospho- 
rus. 

Compared with sweet clover, 
sericea is just as palatable as 
sweet clover and produces as 
'much milk as the latter. As to 
beef production, the figures dis- 
close that sericea lespedeza pro- 
‘duced beef at a rate of more than 
| 200 pounds to the acre. This has 
'probably been increased during 
‘the past few years due to in- 
creased knowledge of proper ferti- 
lization. There are more than 
| 200,000 acres of sericea lespedeza 
now growing in Georgia. Farmers 
in many sections are proving that 
it is a permanently satisfactory 
pasture and hay making plant. 
The thing to do, when in doubt 
as to its merits, is to seek out a 
neighbor who is growing sericea 
and learn from him. A trip to the 
Soil Conservation Experiment Sta- 
tion at Watkinsville, Ga., will elicit 
the entire story including a dem- 
onstration of cattle feeding on 
sericea.

To wrench off the inches, the 
exercise must hit the line. 
Here's the set that did the trick 

. this time the exercise music 
must be slow to set the pace for 
precision movements. 

Here’s a natural—it’s fool- 
proof because hips can’t 
budge. 

Position: Sit on floor, legs 
spread wide apart—wide as com- 
fortable. Hold arms out at sides, 
shoulder level. 

Movement: Tighten the mus- 
cular girdle by pulling up with 
the middle muscles and lifting 
the chest, keeping shoulders 
easy. Now, twist smack at the 
- waistline and whirl around to 
touch fingers of left hand to out- 
stretched right toes.

. . but with arms upstretched 
overhead. 

Movement: Holding head be- 
tween arms, with hands _to- 
gether, fingers touching, bend 
toward the right to touch out- 
stretched right toes, up again 
and bend toward the left to 
touch outstretched left toes. 


This gives a thorough-going lat- 
eral stretch, Three to six times, 
alternating sides, will be enough. 

Beginners fall out here— 
only the supple should add an- 
other twist... 

Position: Sitting on floor, legs 
outstretched and separated. EI- 
bows bent, hands locked behind 
head. 

Movement: Pull up firmly 
with the middle muscles, twist 
at the waist, bend sidewards 
and touch right elbow to right 
knee. Keep elbows straight out 
; . make the waistline mus- 
cles g-i-v-e! Back to_ position, 
pull slim through middle and 
twist in the other direction, 
bending to touch left elbow to 
left knee. Four to six times will 
be ample. Don’t overdo. Finish 
by standing up and flopping 
over and bobbing up and down 
to loosen up and limber. 

If you have time, it’s nice to 
lie relaxed for 10 to 15 min- 
utes, warmly covered.

Red Cross Classes Point Way to Health 


By LENNA McKINLEY 


Do you know that, despite the high cost of living, a well-balanced, appetizing meal 
can be served at a cost of 23 cents per person? 

It was proven at a Leadership Training Course conducted last week by Miss Elizabeth 
Willis, Director of Nutrition, Atlanta om del American Red Cross. 


In a class of 15 women of the 
low-income bracket, Miss Willis 
planned and helped prepare a 
menu of corn and egg casserole 
with cheese sauce, a green vege- 
table salad with sour cream 
dressing, steamed buttered 
spinach, whole wheat bread, 
prune roly-poly and_ coffee, 
which averaged this small sum 
for each woman who shared the 
meal. And there was enough 
left over fo’ two good helpings. 

The Red Cross Nutrition Serv- 
ice feels that it is the right and 
responsibility of every home- 
maker to serve meals to her 
family that will keep them well 
and happy—to fit them for their 
work and to protect them 
against illnesses. 

That is why the local chapter 
carries on a year-round program 
of teaching Standard Nutrition 
Courses in any community 
where they are requested, Modi- 
fied Courses to elementary and 
high school girls, and Leadership 
Training Courses among women 
of low incomes, to train “Food 
Leaders” in their own neighbor- 
hoods. 


HEALTH CLINICS 

The Nutrition Service also has 
set up Health Clinics at Buck- 
head, Sandy Springs and Howell 
Mill Road, where women are 
aided in planning meals for sick 
members of thei> families, in ac- 
cordance with their own doc- 
tors’ instructions. 

All these services are avail- 
able to any community which 
requests them, Miss Willis ex- 
plained. But at least 15 women 
must be interested before a class 
can be begun. 

A practical example of what 
the Red Cross is doing is a class 
of 25 girls at Crew Street 
School, who meet two after- 
noons a week to learn simple, 
correct food preparation, basic 
nutrition, meal planning and 


table setting. Ten anonymous 
| businessmen have provided the 
| money to finance this project. 
| Each child has carefully record- 
_ ed in a notebook her recipes and 


other nutritional material, which 
she takes home and puts into 
practice by helping her mother 
prepare the family meals.

READ HOW WE SOLVED 
THIS SAMPLE PUZZLE 


DIAGRAM No. 1 We have worked out here a sample 
puzzle to show you how to go about 
solving the Official Puzzle, and we 
have also worked out alternate an- 


swers to get a higher score. 


First we identified the objects pic 
tured: PURSE...SPOOL...BANJO 
... DAISY... CAMEL... PLANE 
and then added up the value of all the 
letters in the names of these six ob- 
jects (using the table of letter values 
given for the Official Puzzle) and 
found the total was 613 points. Next, 
as you can see in the first diagram, we 
filled in these six names in the six 
shaded paths and then added 12 ex- 
tra letters which gave us 5 extra 
words: CRAB... POMP... 
ORANGE ... RAIL and GOOD. 
These 12 extra letters which we had 
filled into the white spaces had a total 
value of 189 points thus giving us a 
total score of 802 points when added 
to the letters we had filled into the 
shaded squares. 


We felt we could do better by a lit- 
tle further work so with some thought 
we changed our 12 extra letters and 
got five different extra words, as you 
can see in Diagram 2 left. We 
changed CRAB to COMB, POMP to 
PULP, ORANGE to ORIOLE, RAIL 
to ROLL and GOOD to LEAD. We 
thus attained a total of 245 points for 
the 12 letters we filled into the white 
spaces giving ourselves a total score 
of 858. However, as you can see in 
Diagram 3 by a little more thought 
and a few changes we finally reached 
895 points as our score for the sample 
puzzle. Now, if you get the idea, why 
not try your hand at the Official Puz- 
zle. We think you will find it fun — 
and perhaps a little simple skill can 
bring you riches.
